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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-5 and 9-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. For the reasons of record set forth in paragraph 3 of the Office Action mailed 
October 18, 2010 (Paper Number 20101007). 

3. Claims 1 -5 and 9-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1, lines 14-20 and claim 14, lines 8-14, the phrase "the content of the dispersion— 

the tin-doped indium oxide fine particles, respectively" renders claims indefinite and 

confusing. The Examiner is unable to determine the meaning of the said phrase. It is not clear 
how one can determine meats and bound of the claimed composition. 

Claim 27, lines 15-20, the content of the organic acid oxide fine particles" 

renders claims indefinite. From the claim language it is not clear the basis for calculation of 
recited % by weight of organic acid and of phosphate ester-based compound. Furthermore % by 
weight of chelate is not specified in the claim. Therefore the total content of the chelate, the 
organic acid and phosphate ester-based compound is in a range of 26.7 to 60 parts by weight 
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relative to 100 parts by weight of the tin-doped indium oxide fine particles can not be 
understood. 

4. Claims 1-5 and 9-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kondo (U. S. Patent 6,329,061 B2) in view of Kobata et al (U. S. Patent 6,673,456 B1) and Mont 
et al (U. S. Patent 4,027,069) for the reasons of record set forth in paragraph 4 of the Office 
Action mailed April 23, 2010 (Paper Number 20100420). 

5. Applicant's arguments filed January 1 8, 201 1 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. In reference to rejection of claims 1-5 and 9-26 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement, applicants essentially 
argue that claim 1 as amended does not include case (1) in which 20.7% by weight of the 
dispersion stabilizer and 10% by weight of the tin-doped indium oxide fine particles and case (2) 
in which 6% by weight of the dispersion stabilizer and 60% by weight of the tin-doped indium 
oxide fine particles. 

These arguments are unpersuasive because the amended claim 1 still reads on above 
mentioned cases (1) and (2). Applicants have not provided any explanation how those cases 
are obviated form the scope of claimed invention. Furthermore, applicants have not given any 
calculation showing bases for support of added limitation in claim 1, lines 17-20. 

In reference to rejection of claims 1-5 and 9-26 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kondo (U. S. Patent 6,329,061 B2) in view of Kobata et al (U. S. Patent 
6,673,456 81) and Mont et al (U. S. Patent 4,027,069), applicants essentially appears to argue 
that Kobata et al do not teach or suggest content of the claimed three components of the 
dispersion stabilizer in any of the examples. Also neither Kondo nor Mont et al teach or suggest 
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claimed features (a) to (c) stated on page 14, lines 4-9 of the amendment filed January 18, 
2011. 

These arguments are unpersuasive because combination of references teaches addition 
of claimed three components to prepare dispersion. Kobata et al do not teach concentrated 
dispersion of tin-doped indium oxide fine particles. However making concentrates of additives 
for making final product by adding desired quantity of concentrate of additives is well known in 
the art. 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
